It is only 
the outsider who d es the situation ag 
Geplorable—the functionaries, military and 
civilian, see nothing to deplore. On the con- 
trary. And there are so many of these, and 
they are so influential and have such hordes of 
relatives and friends that to expect a changs 
very soon is not very reasonable. As long as 
the paymaster shows up regularly, things will 
go on as now. Of course, the number of func- 
tionaries grows larger. That is a rule in gov- 
ermment affairs. We ought to know, for when 
I first took interest in political reform about 
200 of us supported one officeholder, and now 
the burden ts borne by about seven. So I 
think our experience furnishes very Ilttle food 
for hope of a sudden change here.”

In that act he set the stage for his own down- 
fall.

These cattle stealing 
operations marked his entry into erime. He lat- 
er took to looting stores and fimally wes caught 
red handed stealing horses. Escaping from the 
Nowata County jail where we was awaiting 
trial, he transferred hie operations to Kansas 
with the result that he got into trouble 
again and was sent back to Nowata for 
trial on the cattle afid horse stealing charzes. 
4 jury found him guilty on three counts and 
he got three penitentiary sentences of 5. 10 
and 10 years to rup copeurrently, meaning 
that 19 vears would set him free. 

At the prison, uowever, Speneer’s good be- 
havior won the confidence of the warden and 
his deputies He was given privileges wun- 
usual for conviets. Onee he was permitted to 
go home on a leave of absence lasting three 
months. During nis period of freedom he 
worked in the oil fields of Osage County as a 
tool dresser and corresponded with the prison 
authorities, keeping them informed as to his 
whereabouts and occupation.

The holdup and robbery of the First State 
Bank of Quay, Ok., in June, 1922. He stole 
a motor car, drove to the bank, locked five per- 
sons in the vault, took $3000 of the bank's 
cash, got in an altercation with the Town Mar- 
shal over the stolen motor car, saw his victims 
emerging from the bank, excused himself to the 
Marshal, marched the bank officials back into 
the vault, returned to the Marshal and at- 
tempted to talk the latter out of holding him. 
However, he was captured on this enterprise 
and served six months in jail.

Other Robberies Credited to Him. 


In addition to these holdups, detectives credit 
Paul with three other robberies, all of which 
‘he stoutly denies. They are: 

The holdup and robbery, Aug. 13,*of Miss 
Lillian Watson, cashier of the Grand Theater, 
Moberly, Mo. Miss Watson has identified Paul 
as the bandit who robbed her of $147 of the the- 
ater’s receipts. 

The Newman Theater robbery in Kansas City, 
in March, 1923; a most unusual and audacious 
holdup. Theater officials have identified Paul 
as the fascinating, perfectly groomed, polite 
young bandit who, one Sunday night, abducted 
Gus Eyssell, treasurer of the theater, from five 
other officials, took him to a suburb and divest- 
ed him of a satchel containing about $3000 of 
the theater's receipts. 

The bandit in this robbery talked pleasantly 
all the time he was conducting it and even went 
so far as to buy Eyssell a coca-cola and to 
give him carfare to return to the theater.

No youth, an unwilling victim, could display 
the courage and coolness which Paul manifested 
in the two robberies to ehich he has confessed. 

They point out the fact that most of the hold- 
ups with which they connect Paul occurred on 
week-end dates, on whieh the youth could Le 
absent from school and still maintain his per- 
fect records there. Also, they cite the fact that 
his motor car contained a supply of revolvers 
and ammunition. 

The Newman and Main Street theater rob- 
beries were on Sundays, the Moberly Theater 
holdup on a Monday. Paul. detectives believe. 
by leaving his motor car in the garage to indi- 
cate he was in town, found it quite easy to jamp 
from the bumdrum life of Mexico into bagk 
robbery as a profitable week-end method of 
entertainment.

Early Pulitzer Races. 

The Pulitzer trophy, which has an intrinsic value of $6000, was 
'tendered to the Aero Club of America in May, 1916, by Messrs. Ralph. 
Joseph and Herbert Pulitzer, owners of the Post-Dispatch and New 
York World, for a national competition with a fourfold purpose—‘“to 
quicken American interest in the science that Americans first de- 
veloped and gave to mankind; to induce the equipment of military 
beac : and civilian aviators for national defense; to demonstrate the practical 
ic aiasaniet as: . ; uses of airplanes for the transportation of passengers and niafl, and to 
ee open the first transcontinental aerial highway.” : 
| It was originally the intention to have a transcontinental race 
‘for the trophy, and army flyers were preparing for the first contest 
in the summer of 1916, in which crack French aviators were hoping 
to take part, when the Mexican imbroglio caused a postponement. Fur- 
ther delay was caused by entrance of the United States into the World 
| War. 

Interest was revived in May, 1919, and the contest was a non-stop 
flight to and from Atlantic City. The winner was a British ace, Capt. 
Mansell R. James, who flew from Boston and back at thé average speed 
ef 115 miles an hour—less than half of present-day records, but a 
hair-raising rush then. Capt. James was killed in a subsequent flight, 
and thus prevented from receiving the trophy. 
Next it was planned to hold the first great transcontinental race 
in November, 1920, probably with the arrangement that pilots might 
pick their/ own flying days within a specified period.

Philippe VIIIl if the Bourbons 
were restored, now broken phys- 
ically and mentally, is under 
restraint in an English country 
house, where he imagines him- 
self a real monarch—Ffor nearly 
30 years he has sighed for the 
crown which now he thinks he 
wears—And incidentally he has 
been mixed up in several affairs 
with stage women 
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HILE these words are being written 
“the man who would be Kine” is a 
pathetic figure in an English country 
house. He sits in a bay window. 
looking out upon a secluded garden, 
rumpling his iron-gray hair with 
aervous fingers, crying out every 
now and then: 

“I am here a prisoner' l. the King of France, 
a prisoner'!’’ 

And in the disordered condition of his mind he 
believes literally what he Says. For that matter. 
ever since his father died> in 1894, this man has 
been King of France in his own estimation, though 
until recent days his mind was clear enough to keep 
bim aware that France is a republic and that the 


-house of Bourbon is in exile 


He is Louis Philippe. the last of the Bourbons; 
that is to say, the last of Mhe Bourbons that claim the 
title of King of France. He has a younger brother, 
Prince Ferdinand (the Duc de Montpensier). who 
is yet to be reckoned with in case of the death of the 
present pretender. 

Now broken in health. Physically and mentally, 
this forlorn man without a country raves and rages 
against his fate. Best known as the Duke of Or- 
leans, he js the eldest son of the late Count of 
Paris and a great-grandsom of the Louis Philippe 
who was known as “‘the Citizen-King of France.” 
but lost his throne midway in the nineteenth .en- 
tury, when all Europe was in a republican upheaval. 


The Duke iseonly 54 vears old and has been a 
strikingly handsome man, of robust constitution. 
For neamy 30 years he has been obsessed with the 
notion that, by right, divine or otherwise, he is or is 
zoing to be King of France. He would be so. were 
the Bourbons restored to the throne and France re- 
turned to monarchism: but that’s another story. 
Wandering about the world. not all the time. how- 
ever, in exile from the land to whose throne he pre- 
tends—thowgh for that matter he was born in En- 
sland instead of France—-the Duke of Orleans has 
been the center and the soul of many a royalist plan 


and plot. Recently his ambition toward positive 


rather than negative kingship took him to Central 
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The Duke ther™ook advantage of the opportunity to 


return to his philanderings, a la the 
late King Leopold. ; 
Africa. There he contracted malaria ard chronic 
dysentery, which have made him a wreck of a mag- 
nificent man. 

Now this man who feels that he should occupy the 
throne of France as King Philippe VIII is a “patient” 
at Inverness Lodge, near Roehampton, England, 
virtually under restraint, attended by eminent physi- 
cians, visited by friends and fawners who have aided 
and abetted him in his efforts to reach the disused 
and dusty throne of his fathers. e 


When the Count of Paris was young and energetic, 
in the days of the American Civil War, years before 
the birth of the present pretender, Louis Napoleon 
was Emperor of the French, The House of Bourbon 
was in such hopeless eclipse that the young Count 
lost little sleep in sighing for the throne. He came 
to America, where he served honorably in the rmy 
of the Potomac. After the close of the conflict he 
wrote a history of the Civil War. France tossed 
Louis- Napoleon into the discard when the first- 
born son of the Count of Paris, the present pretender, 
was barely 2 years old. The Third Republic, which 
succeeded the Second Empire, still holds forth; 
though for more than 50 years there has been a 
royalist party or faction in France which has been 
hoping against hope that through some political ecata- 
clysm the Bourbons might be replaced upon the 
throne and the republic in turn tossed into the 
discard.

The picture is a bird’s-eye view of St. Louis Field. 
where, it is confidently expected, the competition 
will be so keen that records for speed and endur- 
ance will be broken. 


Owing to the great speed at which the races will 
be flown it will be impossible to tell one pilot from 
another or to keep informed on the progress of the 
various contests without having a seat inside the field 
inclosure. The judge’s stand will be in constant 
touch with all parts of the course of 31,07 miles

He toiled and suffered on the other side 
of the world. far from the lands where 
Anglo-Saxons dwell. After Rizal’s ex- 
ecution by the Spaniards, his fellow 
countrymen were for two years in arms 
against the authoritv of the United 
States. And the independence of the 
Philippines, to which he dedicated his 
life, has not vet been achieved 

For these and other reasons, Jose 
Rizal today is not accorded the fame 
among English-speaking peoples which 
‘is his due. That time will bring it to 
‘him, there can be no doubt. There are 
‘persons, neither Filipinos nor haters of 
Spain, who would place this man among 
history’s best and purest—in that small 
group which includes Phocion and 
‘Brutus. Washington and William the 
Silent, Garrison and Wendell Phillips. 

Quite apart from his struggle to im- 
| Frove the condition of the Filipinos. 
| which was the thing he cared about 
‘most, Rizal showed himself a prodigy 
of ability. Essentially a dreamer, forced 
into action by the deplorable lot of his 
| People, he yet found time to win distinc- 
tion in the arts and in various sciences. 
This gentle but fearless son of a Malay 
‘farmer unmistakably ‘‘made good.” 

When led out to die before a firing | 
‘squad on Baygumbayan Field, Manila, | 
(on Dec. 3 1896, he was six months'| 
| past his thirty-fifth birthday. And for. 
/more than four years he had been an ex-! 
| fle, and practically a prisoner. at Dapi-' 
tan, on the Island of Mindanao.

| ruished savant in all the Spanish do-| 
| minions. 
| “The versatility of a genius to which | 
|there is scarcely a companion in human | 
/records” is claimed for him by Charles, 
|Edward Russell and E. B. Rodriguez in 
their recently published book, “‘The He- 
ro of the Filipinos’’ (The Century Co.). 

He was an artist in sculpture and 
painting; he was a poet of more than 
passing merit; he was a master of terse 
and nervous prose in Spanish, in his na- 
tive Tagalog and in 10 other languages. 
And he was a scientist, distinguished in 
original research and honored with the 
regard of leading European minds in 
many branches of recondite knowledge, 
such as psyc’ ~ gy, anthropology and 
entomology. Men like Virchow, Jagor 
and Blumentritt delighted to correspond 
with him. 

Rizal was by profession a physician. a 
specialist on diseases of the eye, hav- 
ing chosen that subject because of the 
prevalence of such diseases in the is- 
lands, and the poverty of many suffer- 
ers. Particularly did it appeal to him 
because his own mother was threatened

with blindness from cataracts.

The phenomena! win- 
iner of prizes used his fists as skillfully 
as his mind. Later he gained the en- 
during suspicion of the ruling and of- 
ficial class with a prize poem in which 
he alluded to the Philippine Islands as 
his “fatheriand.”’ All right-thinking in- 
habitants knew that Spain was the fa- 
therland, and the Philippines but a for- 
tunate colony of the Spanish crown. 


Moreover, the poem addressed the 
young men of the islands as though they

were the equals of anybody in the 


world. Clearly, a patriot, and a dan- 
gerous fellow! Because of these and 
similar incidents, when he went to Eu- 
rope he used a passport made out in an- 
other name. 


During his five years in Europe, Rizal 
showed the stuff that was in him. He 
obtained his medical licentiate at Ma- 
drid, after a hard course of stuly. In 
Paris he was employed as a clinical as- 
sistant to the famous oculist, Dr. L. de 
Weckert. Thence he went to Heidel- 
berg and afterwards to Leipzig, study- 
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ing assiduously in the universities.. Still 
later he was a laborious stndent at Ber- 
lin. 

In these. vears of study, rendered the 
harder by his’ slender’ resources, 
Rizal wrote his famous book, ‘‘Noli Me 
iangere.”” The idea of writing it came 
to him as a result of reading ‘‘Uncle 
Tom's Cabin.”” Say the latest biogra- 
phers: 

“It is an immorta: procession: the 
scheming, arrogant, lawless, immoral

Such a book could not be printed in 
the islands, nor even sold there. La- 
beled as dry goods, the books were 
smuggled past the customs officials and 
distributed. All copies that fell into 
the hands ef the Government were 
burned by the public executioner, and 
severe penalties were provided for any- 
body who possessed the book.- But 
from hand to hand it passed, despite 
every precaution, and more than any- 
thing else, except perhaps the execution 


lof Rizal, it contributed to the last and 


greatest insurrection against Spain. 

Returning to the Philippines, where 
the ruling class and the friars had been 
infuriated by his audacious book, Rizal 
joyfully saw his family again, operated 
on his mother’s eyes and found himself 
a man of consequence. But his move- 
ments were watched, and finally he was 
‘advised’? by Governor-General! Terrero 
to depart. It was a veiled order, and 
he’ went. ‘ 

Rizal landed at San Francisco in 
April, 1888, visited some of the larger 
cities, saw Niagara Falls and the scen- 
ery of the Hudson River. then sailed 
from New York for London. He was 
deeply impressed with America, al- 
though he commented sadly on the signs 
of race prejudice.
